Offer Grass

Sowing Rules

The most important thing in
planting grass is to secure the
proper selection of seed, says the
California Assoclation of Nur-
serymen,

Buyers should be sure they get
only stralght or mixed seed of
highest quality, they say, Use of
a spreader Is also preferable to
hand distribution, they urge.

The method of planting grass
the nurserymen recommend is as
followst

After spreading seed, rake the
area lightly to insure thorough
contact of the seed with the soil.
Next the seedbed should be
mulched with peat moss to pre-
vent drying out, Before watering
roll the surface with a light.
welght roller to press the seed
against the soll and hasten
germination,

Watering should now be a
twice daily procedure, Don't
water excessively, however, for
too much moisture can result in
damping off, or rotting of the
seedlings, Use a fine spray to
avold disturbing the mulch cover-
ing and stop before puddles ap-
pear,

The seedlings should be up in
four to 10 days. With a plank
laid on the lawn to prevent step-
ping directly on the seedbed, you
can pull up any weeds that have
come up with the young grass.
Mow your mew lawn when the
grass blades are two inches high,
or just beginning to bend over
at the tips, Use a very sharp
mower,

As weeks and months go by,
your lawn will grow and thicken
to become an enjoyable area for
relaxation and entertaining—well
